The use of drugs or psychoebemicols in this respect is not new. So'-callcd 
"truth scruaa" have been used, s ometimes successfully but nore often not. 
The approach being tahen by Ohealcol Division is to use rs ychocheolcals 
to. create within the individual a mental and emotional. situation which ... 
will release him from the restraint ©f s elf -control end’ induce him to 


reveal inf ox-nation willingly under adroit manipulation.

There ere no short-cuts or substitutes which can "be app lied. B ecause of 
the unconventional use of the materials involved, CD has had added 
difficulty lnr "obtaining expert services and f acilities to conduct tests 
and experiments . Some of the activities are considered to be professionally 
unethical and la some instances border oa the illeg al. These dif ficulties 
have not been entirel y surmounted but g oo d pro gress is bein g made. Another 
problem is raised by the lack of professional kn owled ge of l ysergic acid, 
the basic substance with which CD is concerned, 1 Ver y li ttle research 
has been done b y the medical profession and CD is breaking new ground 
in its efforts to develo p this material fog o perational use.
